reading by Herr Singer of congratula- 
tions from socialist comrades in En- 
gland, Prance, Holland,. Spain and 
Switzerland. 
, 
llerr Adler, of Vienna, rend; congrat- 


ulations from the Austrian socialists, 
who promised that they would make a 
grand demonstration next itay day. 


Iterr Richard Fischer next read the 


nnnnal report of the party committee. 
'L'lio committee points with satisfaction 
to the referm effected in the party's or-1 
ganizatioii which allows the exercise 
of individual liberty, while keeping tho 
party to tho true lines of progress." 


The committee adds: "This record is 


joyfully spread before the social demo- 
cracy of tho ptovincos. Not only have 
more distinct conferences been held in 
the last year, but they have boon bet- 
ter attended. Concnrrcntly with this 
renewed activity, more intimate rela- 
tions have been established between 
tlu- executive committee and the rank 
und file." 


As proof of this last assertion, which 


will be disputed at tho congress by 
many persons believing that the com- 
mittee has become an autocratic body, 
tho report gives some statistics, Be- 
tween the Halle aad Erfurt congresses 
the committee received from comrades 
throughout the empire, 3,227 letters 
and postal cards. 


The gains by the social democrats at 


landtag and reichstag elections iu sev- 
eral districts, the report continues, has 
shown with what remarkable success 
the executive committee has spread the 
propaganda. In the face of such facts 
all talk of retrogression is absiird. It 
becomes more apparent every day that 
the working people arc receiving more 
attention than ever before from the 
governing 
classes, 
and 
that 
all 


questions 
relating 
to 
labor 
are 


regarded 
as 
the 
most 
pressing 


questions of the hour. The credit 
for this gratifying condition of affairs 
is Jno to the efforts o! the executive 
committee aided by local committees in 
spreading the propaganda of socialism. 
This agitation must not be measured, 
however, merely by the good done to 
the social democratic party but by the 
benefits accruing from it to the whole 
working population of the nation, for 
even workingmcn outside tho party are 
incapable of appreciating its high 
principles and to enjoy the fruits of 
the agitation. 


This general statement of the com- 


mittee is followed by a financial state- 
ment which gives the receipts for the 
last year as 233,915 marks, and the sub- 
jects of prosecutions of social demo- 
crats for lose majeste, attempts to dis- 
turb the order of the society, and the 
like. The sentences of social demo- 
crats to imprisonment aggregate 117 
years and twenty-six days the last 
year. The fines have amounted to 20,- 
22 marks. Tho report ends with tho 
prophesy that the cause will prosper in 
the future as never before and that'un- 
precedented triumphs await the party 
when tho country shall go to the polls 
to elect a new reichstag. 


The party committee concluded by ap- 


pealing for an allowance of 87r>,000 
marks on the ground that they bad 
been compcled by lack of funds to ab- 
stain from as thorough a propaganda 
of socialist doctrines as was desirable. 


Hcrr Bcbet made a speech rebutting 


the attacks on the administration of 
the socialist party contained in an in- 
dependent organ called Der Sozialist. 


George Von Volmcr, leader of the 


South German social democrats and 
member of the reichstag from Munich, 
arrived in the city yesterday morning 
and took part in the conference yester- 
day afternoon. He refused to make 
any statement concerning his differ- 
ences with Liebnr.cht, saying merely 
that there would be no trouble in the 
conference, as the quarrel was a thing 
of the past. This is hardly true, and 
many delegates are fearful of an open 
conflict between the loaders to tho 
point oEVolmer's being pushed out of 
the regular organization. 


There were 3H1 delegates besides all 


the parliamentary deputies at the con- 
ference. 
After a rather heated discus- 


sion it was resolved to refer to the spe- 
cial committee a motion for the cxpul-' 
Bion from the party of George Schu- 
macher, member of the reichstag from 
Schlinpcn, on the ground that he has 
misrepresented his constituents.by his 
attitude toward political questions. 


Alter tho appointment of the com- 


mittee the political activity of tho 
party was discussed. Several delegates 
•urged that the social democratic lead- 
ers must show stronger opposition to 
the clericals, both in election contests 
nnd in the reichstag.

DRUGGISTS 


Moot In New Orleans lor the Purpose ol 


Organizing. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. II'.— A number 


of wholesale druggists doing business 
iu the principal cities of the south, met 
here yesterday for the purpose of or- 
ganizing the Southern Druggists asso- 
ciation. The meeting was called to or- 
der by Mr. M. C. Peter, tof Louisville. 
About a dozen delegates, representing 
the principle firms from Richmond to 
San Antonio, were present. Mr. Bruns- 
wig, 
of New Orleans, was chosen per- 


manent chairman, and Mr. P. H. Van 
Vlect, of Memphis, was made secre- 
tary. 


Upon taking the chair Mr. Brunswig 


presented a Written list of subjects to 
be acted upon by the association, in- 
cluding the matter of free cases and 
cartage, which should bo seriously 
treated; terms of payment and cash 
discount also require regulation, and 
rate 
of interest after maturatity. 


Goods not on the contract should be 
sold at uniform prjices. Fractional quan- 
tities of proprietary 
goods should 


be subject to an arbitrary advance. A 
uniform schedule of prices should be 
adopted and a price-list committee ap- 
pointed, having lin charge the regula- 
tion of the price lists. 


Several firms who had signified their 


willingness to go into the association 
were not present, and the meeting ad- 
journed to give these gentlemen time 
to get in.

The National League. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Delegates to the 


National league meeting began to ar- 
rive last evening. There are twelve 
clubs to be represented, and as every 
club will he fully represented a very 
fair crowd is expected. The first busi- 
ness done will be at the meeting of the 
board ol directors, which takes place 
this morning, At noon tho regular 
convention of the league will be held 
and will continue until all matters 
coming before that body have been dis- 
posed of.

changes in playing rules will be made. 
The problem that is likely to cause the 
most trouble, however, is the distribu- 
tion of players. Chicago, New York 
and the other weak clubs will insist on 
an equalization of playing strength, a 
proposition likely to meet with deter- 
mined opposition by the stronger clubs. 


Filed for Probate. 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 18.—The will of A. 


B. Johnson, who has a large property 
in Louisiana and this city, was filed 
for probate .yesterday. The will only 
provides for a disposition of his prop- 
erty outside of New Orleans. He was 
a sugar merchant and is said to have 
left about $3,000,000. 


The Panama Canal Co. People 
Prosecuted. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—M. Ricard has in- 


formed the cabinet that the directors 
of the Panama Canal Co., and the con- 
tractors who were engaged in the work 
are to be prosecuted. It is believed 
that De Lesseps, Baron Cottu, Marius 
Pontanes and M. Eifel are included in 
the indictment. 


Bathing at the Southern Beaches. 
Something has been said heretofora in 


regard to the inconvenience caused by 
sea blubbers to the surf bathers on the 
island. This nuisance, instead of abat- 
ing, 
is on the increase, and if any one 


wishes to bathe in the sea water now 
with impunity it becomes necessary to 
completely swathe himself in clothing 
from head to foot for fear of being stung. 


The effects of these stings vary ac- 


cording to the constitution of the suffer- 
er. Usually, in persons of good health 
and active circulation, an angry red 
blotch appears in the skin proportionate 
in size to the animal by which it ia in- 
flicted, rarely exceeding oight or ten 
inches in diameter. An intolerable 
smarting sensation is produced which re- 
mains ordinarily about half an hour, 
and it is easy to imagine the condition of 
a nervous or sensitive person whenstung 
in three or four places at ones. The 
feeling must be nearly akin to that of 
being on fire. 


In some cases the effects are more sori- 


ous. A young man recently showed the 
writer his arm, which was severely 
etung. A broad band of what looked liko 
highly inflamed mosquito bites formed 
an almost perfect spiral around the fore- 
arm. He complained that the pain was 
at first intense, and that although under 
a physician's treatment it was rapidly 
becoming less, still it was far from 
pleasant. 


An old sea islander who took a sur J 


bath the other night said that he had 
Been sea blubbers before and in consid- 
erable quantities, "but never lilce this. 
At certain seasons of tho year," said ho, 
"it is nothing unusual to get stung. 
Here the exception seems to be to get 
stnng less than five times in half an 
hoar." 


Complaints of sea blubbers come also 


from Tybee and other watering places iu 
the south.— Charleston News and Cou- 
rier. - 


Ararat and the Ark. 


The story that the ark has been found 


in a tolerable state of preservation iu a 
chasm high up on tho sides of Ararat is 
no doubt the old "fake" in a new dress, 
the aforesaid old fako having made 
something like semiannual rounds of 
the press for the last dozen years. But, 
be it truth or fiction (it ought to be tho 
truth, a bishop of Jerusalem being 
among the eyewitnesses of tho recent 
"wonderful discoveries"), the story re- 
vives interest in the historic and semi- 
sacred old peak, Ararat, "the first named 
summit in human history," and the peak 
•which "emerged from the flood and lift- 
ed its head over the waters in order that 
it might look down on aE coming gener- 
ations to the end of time," is the gene- 
sis of Headley's thirteen, sacred moun- 
tains, Moriah, Sinai, Hor, Pisgah, Ho- 
reb, Carmel, Lebanon, Zion, Tabor, 
Olive, Calvary and the "Mount of God" 
being the other twelve. 


Ararat, or more properly the two Ara- 


rats, "great" and "little" Ararats, are 
peaks occupying the center of a moun- 
tainous region in Armenia belonging 
jointly to Turkey and Eusaia. The for- 
mer is 14,820 feet high and the latter 
an exact 10,000 feet from base to sum- 
mit.—St. Louis Republic.

The girl has been 
employed as a domestic in tho home ol 
Gustav Jolmson, 713 Dana avenue, since 
Saturday last, and previous to that 
time she had lived with Mr. and Mrs. 
And arson at 802 Fairehild avenuo. She 
has been suffering from the disease for 
a week, and during that time hundreds 
oE persons have been exposed, as she 
has ridden in street cars, visited nu 
merous stores and called upon 'friends 
in different parts of the city. A physi 
cian was called in to prescribe for th< 
girl Saturday night, but it was not un 
til yesterday afternoon that he cor 
rectly diagnosed the case. 


The health department was notified 


at once, and the patient was promptly 
removed to the pest house. The housei 
where Miss Johnson had lived were 
fumigated and quarantined, and twi 
policemen were placed on guard a' 
each place.

SOW TO BOLL AN UMBBELLA. 


Almost Everybody Doee it Wrong, 


Although the Bight Way 


is Simple. 


'No, not that way! I never knew one 


man in a hundred to do it right," said a 
clerk in a clothing store yesterday. 


His remarks were directed at a cus- 


tomer who bad gruspetl the handle with 
his right hand and was twisting th» silk 
through with his left hand. ? 


"That wiil spoil that umbrella when 


yon have repeated the operation half a 
dozen tines," the clerk continued. "Yon 
were making a pretty roll, but did /on 
notice that yon were twisting the ribs 
and braces in a spiral around that stick 
as well as the cloth? You may have no- 
ticed that your umbrella sticks and 
catches when yon try to raite it. That's 
because yon don't kuow bow to roll it. 
Yon twist the joints of the ribs and 
braces ,all out of shape. Now let me 
show you how an umbrella should be 
rolled." 


The clerk took the maltreated article, 


shook ont the folds of silk, and worked 
the spiral ont of the ribs, and proceeded 
to demonstrate the proper methods of 
umbrella rolling. Grasping the handle hi 
his right; band he encircled the silk at the 
tip with his left, which he slipped down 
about half way of the oloth, pressing the 
ribs and braces firmly against the stick. 
The right hand was then shifted to the 
tips of the nbs, which were held firmly 
azainst the stick, while the left hand ad- 
justed the roll of oloth around them. 
By this method the ribs were kept 
straight along the stick and not partly 
twisted around it as the customer's roll.

Tho committee points with satisfaction 
to the reform effected in the party's or-1 
gantzatioii which, allows the exercise 
of individual liberty, while keeping1 tho 
party to tho true lines of progress." 


The committee adds: "This record is 


joyfully spread before the social demo- 
cracy of tho ptovinccs. Not only have 
more distinct conferences been held in 
tho last year, but they have boon bet- 
ter attended. Concurrently with this 
renewed activity, more intimate rela- 
tions have been established between 
tlu- executive committee and the rank 
nml file." 


As proof of this last assertion, which 


wilt be disputed at tho congress "by 
iHfiny persons believing that the corn- 
mittuo has become an antocratie "body, 
tho report gives some statistics. Be- 
tween the Halle and Erfurt congresses 
the committee received from comrades 
throughout the empire, 3,327 letters 
and postal cards. 


The gains "by the social democrats at 


landtag- and reichstag1 elections hi sev- 
eral districts, the report continues, has 
shown with what remarkable success 
the executive committee has spread the 
propaganda. In the face of such facts 
nil talk of retrogression is absiird. It 
beeorncs more apparent every day that 
the working- people arc receiving1 more 
attention than ever before from the 
governing 
classes, 
and 
that

questions of the hour. The credit 
for this gratifying condition of affairs 
is duo to the efforts of tho executive 
committee aided by local committees in 
spread in pf the propaganda of. socialism. 
This agitation must not be measured, 
however, merely by the good clone to 
the social democratic party but by the 
"benefits accruing from it to the whole 
working population of the nation, for 
even workingmen outside the party are 
incapable of

of socialist doctrines as was desirable.

George Von Volmer, leader of the 


South German social democrats and 
member of tho reichstag from Munich, 
arrived in the city yesterday morning 
and took part in the conference yester- 
day afternoon, lie refused to make 
any statement concerning his differ- 
ences -with Liebnocht, saying merely 
that there would be no trouble in tho 
conference, as the quarrel was a thing 
of the past. This is hardly true, and 
many delegates are fearful of an open 
conflict between the leaders to tho 
point of Volmer's being pushed out of 
the regular organization.

Bathing at the Southern Beaches. 


Something has been said heretofora in 


regard to the inconvenience caused by 
sea blubbers to the surf bathers on the 
island. This nuisance, instead of abat- 
ing, 
is on tha increase, and ii: any one 


wishea to bathe in the sea water now 
with impunity it becomes necessary to 
completely swathe himself in clothing 
from head to foot for fear of being atung. 


The effects of these stings vary ac- 


cording to the constitution of the suffer- 
er. Usually, in persons of good health 
and active circulation, an angry red 
blotch appears in the skin proportionate 
in size to the animal by which it is in- 
flicted, rarely exceeding oight or ten 
inches in diameter. An intolerable 
smarting sensation is produced which re- 
mains ordinarily about half an hour, 
and it is easy to imagine the condition of 
a nervous or sensitive person whenstung 
in three or four places afc once. The 
feeling must be nearly akin to that of 
being on fire. 


Jn some cases the effects are more seri- 


ous. A young man recently showed the 
writer his arm, which was severely 
stung. A broad band of wlmfc looked liko 
highly inflamed mosquito bites formed 
an almost perfect spiral around the fore- 
arm. He complained that the pain was 
at first intense, and that although under 
a physician's treatment it was rapidly 
becoming less, still it \va9 far from 
pleasant. 


An old sea islander who took a surf 


bath the other night said that he had 
Been sea blubbers before and in consid- 
erable quantities, "but never like this. 
At certain seasons of tho year," said lie, 
"it is nothing unusual to get stung. 
Here the exception seems to be to get 
Btnng less than five times in half an 
hour." 


Complaints of sea blubbers come also 


from Tybee and other watering places iu 
the south,—Charleston News and Con-

SOW TO BOLL AN TTMBBELLA. 


Almost Everybody Doee it Wrong, 


Although the Bight Way 


is Simple.

man in a hundred to do it right," said a 
clerk in a clothing store yesterday.

tomer who bad grasped the handle with 
hie right hand and was twisting th» silk 
through with bis left hand. J 


"That will spoil that umbrella when 


you have repeated the operation half a 
dozen tines," the clerk continued. "Yon 
were making a pretty roll, bat did yon 
notice thai you were twisting tbe ribs 
and braces inn spiral around that stick 
as well as the olotb? Yon may have no- 
ticed that your umbrella slicks and 
catches when yon try to raine it. That's 
because yon don't kuow how to roll it. 
Yoo twist tbe joints of tbe ribs and 
braces all out of shape. Now let me 
show you how an umbrella should be 
rolled." 


The clerk took the maltreated article, 


shook out the folds of silk, and worked 
the spiral out ot the ribs, and proceeded 
to demonstrate the proper methods of 
umbrella rolling. Grasping the handle in 
bis right; hand he encircled the silk at the 
tip with his left, which be slipped down 
about halt way ot the olotb, pressing the 
ribs and braces firmly against the stick. 
The right hand was then shifted to the 
tips of the ribs, which were held firmly 
azamst the stick, while the left hand ad- 
justed the roll of cloth around them.
